THE ciil-and-slash program which promises to 
1 remodel the system'of commissions and 
boards which administer much of the state law 
j< 
by 
(lie very nature of the proceedings 


ilirouiih which it was formulated, recommended 


for tlcfeal. 
. 
The act of the legislature in establishing an 


administrative commission-may have occupied 
jiut a few weeks, but the machine itself is a 
,TO\vth in experience and study covering many 
vcnrs. 
Into Uicse years go the effort and intel- 


ligence of men who, though .-they may in some 
insUinccs have been little more than politicians, 
tcml by Hie very nalurc-of their employment to 
become specialists. It will not do to say that they 
arc merely the occupants of sinecures. 
Some 


arc. but this is not the rule. The human instinct 
to excel and to achieve, backed by the normal 
man's personal pride, in general prevails, and 
iaken as ;i whole the commissions of today arc 
the product of conscientious and fairly able ef- 
fort. To a great extent they have learned what 
will serve, and what will not do, and as the per- 
sonnel lias changed one man has profiled by the 
experience's of his predecessors and of others in 
other sUilp.s working along similar lines. 
In 


Madison much of the wisdom of the university 
lias Tumid its way into this development, witli 
value manifest to those who have studied the 
[irogrcss achieved. 


It is no disrespect 16 the legislative com- 


mittee lo s;iy that neither it nor any committee, 
could possibly have "come in a few weeks of 
necessarily more or less cursory examination to 
a point of competence necessary lo advise wise- 
ly HIP experience and balanced judgment ot" 
llio.se whose business it has been daily lo strug- 
gle with lliese great problems of administration. 
True, such a committee would delect obvious 
errors overlooked in routine by men engaged in 
handling the vital questions of which such mai- 
lers ;ire but the minulia; but that it could have 
filled itself lo pass soundly upon the sweeping 
program which, it has proposed is loo much !o 
believe, nnd frankly we vigorously question its 
competence lo become the stale's law-givers in 
the mailers involved. 


The defeat of I his program should come as 


:i mailer of course, and should the legislature 
pass, il WP c;m not believe lhat Governor John 
.'. lilnine will s;inc.tion it. Long experienced in 
the subjects Ilia I arc handled by commissions, 
himself ii potent factor in their establishment 
and development, he knows better than most 
men by whnt brick-on-brick process they have 
lieen created. Bettor than most men he knows 
Ihe insidious danger of swinging to the old polit- 
ical control of Hie one-man commission, a peril 
which we do not suspect lie would permit the 
fuile lo encounter for'no belter personal com- 
pensation than such political advantages' as 
would accrue to the executive in the process of 
reconslruction. 
It will be a brave test, for pres- 


sure of politics is upon him. and he will not cs- 
cupe the spurs df ambitious partisans, but 
<o 


establish his position as a leader of independent 
JiitlginciU such n lest had lo come, and we dp 
"ol fear Hip results. 


'Juile another'mailer is the proposal lo pro- 


vide for an expert survey of the commissions 
from which well-measured suggestions for im- 
provrmonl would emerge at some later lime. 
•One fully competent to make such a survey 
would assail the task, not as an autocrat of self- 
sufficiency, but as an investigator seeking to 
'lie fullest extent the co-operation of those offi- 
cials who are laboring to make the commissions 
irue ngpncies of human sen-ice. If such a man 
ran be found, his work would count. 


But of itself, the reform program of the 


committee is born of the politicians' surrender 
lo a not at all discriminating clamor for econo- 
my, and of personal political ambitious.

heard much of what the commissions cost, but 
what they give the stale has only been superfic-

has been some honest and efficient effort; there 
have been some faithful officials and courageous 
judges. There arc some of all of these, and 
where they are found their work has counted. 
But those who knock about to know '"what's 
what," remain unconvinced that on the whole 
an honest effort at enforcement lias been made.
